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THE GIANTS ARE REINVIGORATING THEIR ENTIRE MINOR LEAGUE SYSTEM - 
FROM UPGRADING FACILITIES TO IMP 


ROVING INSTRUCTION AND NUTRITION 
— TO FOSTER A WINNING CULTURE FROM THE BOTTOM UP. 
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Every team in baseball says it's 
building for the future. The San 
Francisco Giants mean it literally. 


From the Felipe Alou Baseball 
Academy in the Dominican Republic 
to Scottsdale Stadium to the 
spectacular Papago Park facility 
opening next year in Phoenix, the 
Giants are reimagining the way 
baseball turns prospects into 
pros. Bulldozers and cranes have 
descended on all three minor- 
league sites during the past seven 
years. The design, construction 
and furnishings of each have been 
guided by one of the Giants’ beliefs 
about producing homegrown, high- 


performing players long into the 
future: Environment matters. 
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ENVELOPING DEVELOPMENT 


In the past, baseball's approach to player 
development has been more factory than 
garden: In general, players were processed 
rather than cultivated. Facilities were 
Spartan and often in disrepair, especially 
at the Lowest levels of the minors. Workout 
equipment was limited and outdated. 
Pregame meals weren't much more than 
peanut-butter-and-jelly sandwiches, and 
in Single A, there usually was no postgame 
spread at all. “You were always crossing 
your fingers that there's concession food 
left over that wasn't thrown away," says 
Kyle Haines, Giants director of player 
development. "You hoped the grilled 
chicken would make its way to the 
clubhouse, but it was usually hot dogs and 
hamburgers that were eight innings old.” 


Haines should know. He spent 10 years 

in the minor leagues, none above Double 
A. He wants to make sure today’s players 
have what they need to be the best version 
of themselves. He remembers watching 
fellow minor leaguer Pablo Sandoval scarf 
down junk food because-that’s all there 
was. "The poor kid — of course he's gaining 
weight!" Haines says. “Then you're trying 
to fix his nutrition after he gets to the big 
leagues. Why not fix it before he gets 


Haines oversees a farm system that is 
rapidly reinventing itself, and not just by 
installing up-to-date kitchens with chefs 
and nutritionists that are responsible for 
providing the budding talent with healthy 
food. In the Giants’ newest facilities, 
enormous training and video rooms house 
an array of futuristic and ever-evolving 
technology such as motion-capture 
cameras that provide three-dimensional 
views - and corresponding digital models — 
of pitchers’ mechanics. 


At Papago Park, there will be six full 
outdoor fields (one with synthetic turf), 
one half-field, a fully independent agility 
area, 10 weather-protected pitching 
mounds with integrated technology, fully 
enclosed hitting/pitching lab and indoor 
half-field —the first of its kind in the minor- 
league system — and a 40,000 square-foot 
clubhouse. 


"Was that costly? Yes,’ says Jon Knorpp, 
the Giants senior managing director who 
has been leading the construction of all 
three major/minor-league facilities plus 
Ongoing improvements at Oracle Park. “Did 
we believe it would positively impact the 
development of the player and success on 
the field? Yes.” 


A 30,000 square-foot, climate-controlled 
indoor facility provides the team with a full, 
synthetic half-field. The half-field converts 
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to eight indoor batting tunnels plus 
pitchers’ fielding practice (PFP) areas and 
a stand-alone, state-of-the-art hitting and 
pitching lab that are true game-changers in 
Arizona. They will allow players to escape 
the 120-degree summer heat and practice 
for as long as they want. 


“When Papago opens next spring and 
everyone sees it, | think they'll be in awe, 
to be honest,” Haines says. “Every square 
inch of that facility was thought out. The 
attention to detail for a minor league 
complex is unmatched.” 


The Giants believe the end result of all these 
careful decisions will be a bit like ateam with 
good chemistry: the whole will be greater 
than the sum of its parts. The great food, 
equipment and support staff, the design 
touches, collaborative spaces, windows 
with views of serene desert and buttes, 

the soft lighting in the clubhouse - they all 
combine to create an environment in which 
players can blossom. Together, they convey 
a powerful message to every player who 
walks through the doors: The organization 
cares about them and vatues them. 


"While we love technology and we love 
metrics, the studies on this generation - 
the Millennials and Generation Z—is 
they thrive on connection more than 
any generation we've ever had," says 
Haines, who at 38 is a Millennial 
himself. “As we implement new, 
exciting ways of doing things that are 
maybe flashier — and maybe more fun 
for people like me, to be honest— the 
good, old-fashioned ‘just being there 
and caring about people’ is not going 
out of style any time soon among 
today’s players.” 


Thus the Giants’ objective for the 
new facilities has been to integrate 
high-tech and human connection. 
When Scottsdale Stadium’s new 
40,000-square-foot complex opened 
in 2020, the clubhouse changed 
from one big square with pillars 


obstructing the players’ view of one 
another to a more narrow, oval shape with 
no pillars. The new configuration fosters 
more interaction. 


A new conference room does the same 
thing for Giants’ coaches. It’s big enough 
that manager Gabe Kapler’s large staff 

can be together in one room. In the past, 
pitching and hitting coaches were relegated 
to different rooms, as were specialists like 
mental-skills advisors and video analysts. 
The compartmentalized setup not only 
eliminated opportunities for bonding 

as a Staff - a high priority for Kapler — it 
curtailed the day-to-day exchange of ideas. 


“We want to solve problems collectively,” 
the manager said. “Which means we can 
take advantage of a very diverse group of 
thinkers.” 


Knorpp learned during his earlier years 

as areal estate developer that all design 
decisions should be informed by how people 
live and work for maximum productivity and 
ease. So he championed the oval clubhouse, 
common coach/trainer locker room and 

the huge conference room at Scottsdale 
Stadium - and he pushed for something a 
step above that at Papago Park. 
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“In the Papago Clubhouse, we sought 

to create a division of activity, where 
professional and physical did not 

mix" Knorpp said. “The professional — 
administrative, coach and player meetings, 
teaching and eating activities will be on 
the second floor, the physical — strength, 
training and locker facilities on the first. " 


“We think it creates a more conducive 
environment when administrative activities 
and coach meetings occur in appropriately 
furnished and distinctly separate group 
settings rather than the traditional model 
of conference tables inside each coach 
locker area all set adjacent to the players. 
Coaches should do their baseball business 
in a true office environment. We're not 
intermingling them. You don't want a circus 
of people running around. You want people 
to know why they're in a certain space.” 


Because Papago will be a focused, work- 
intensive environment, you won't find cushy 
lounge areas and ping-pong tables. The 


Dominican Republic facility, on the other 
hand, is a boarding school as wellas a 
training center. Players and coaches live 
there, so the Giants built spaces where they 
can train, play baseball, be educated, play 
video games, watch movies, eat meals, and, 
yes, play ping-pong. The academy has grown 
from 55 aspiring Latin American players in 
2016 to more than 90 now. Spacious new 
dormitories for players and coaches were 
built, along with modern kitchen facilities, 
the latest in workout and training equipment, 
one new and two upgraded fields, and larger, 
more technically equipped spaces to educate 
the players. The changes are already having 
an impact. 


“The quality of the personnel we're getting 
from the DR is wildly different from what it 
was before the new complex,” Knorpp says. 
“We're educating them better, training them 
better, nutrition is better, fundamental 
skills are better. They're taught about 
drugs, health, sex education, how to

manage money, how to operate in life. We 
want these young men to come out with the 
skills necessary to survive in life.” 


By investing multimillions in their minor- 
league training centers, the Giants are 
underscoring the values and philosophy 
that define who they are. “We want to be 
the marquee franchise in all of baseball,” 
says Haines. “You want every team, when 
they walk into the Giants facilities, to say, 
‘This is the Giants. They're the best at 
everything they do.’"’ 


Players, coaches and employees at every 
level of the game spend a significant 
portion of their lives in their teams’ 
facilities. "So from the start," Knorpp says, 
“we said, ‘Let's make places we all want 

to be in and are proud to call ours. Let's 
create a quality environment for our fans to 
be in, our players to be in. That has led our 
thinking through all the improvements."

NURTURING A GROWING 


ENVIRONMENT

Once the Giants’ new facilities are complete and bustling with 
players and coaches, “environment” is no longer about bricks 
and mortar for director of player development Kyle Haines. 
It's about people. More specifically, it’s about creating an 
environment —a culture — that allows players to blossom into 
their best selves. 


“| think about that every day,’’ Haines says. 


In truth, he’s been thinking about it since his final yearasa 
player. That's when he began filling the Pages section on his 
iPad with quotes about leadership and cultivating a healthy 
culture in the clubhouse. Haines knows the research: People 
perform best - in any walk of life - when they're accepted 

for who they are and feel their colleagues care about them. 
Empathy is important, and as a player Haines had noticed that 
the further removed a coach was from his playing days, the 
more he tended to talk about the game as if it were easy. He 
didn't want to become one of those coaches. 


“Always remember how hard this game is,” Haines wrote on his 
iPad. 


Now in charge of the Giants farm system, he encourages 
coaches to lift their heads from their laptops and video 
monitors and spend time listening and talking to players. He 
wants coaches who are teachers, not facilitators checking off 
tasks ona to-do list. 


“Baseball players have an unbelievable detector inside them, 
and they know if you're feeding them the truth or if you're 
feeding them a Lot of hot air,” Haines says. “You've got to be 
honest with them. Got to be real with them. You've also got to 
be there for them and give them your time. 


“What today’s players care about is, ‘How can you help me? 
Why are you teaching me what you're teaching me?’ And when 
you're challenged to be a really good instructor, and you have 
clear reasons for doing what you're doing, they realize that 
your intentions are good, and your heart is in the right place. 
Then they'll run through a brick wall for you if you ask them to. 
But they'll never do it blindly.” 


A healthy culture, Haines says, also demands accountability. 
“What do you tolerate and what don’t you tolerate? What is 
rewarded and what is penalized? Culture is what you tolerate. 
You can tell people all you want, ‘This is our culture.’ But if you 
tolerate bad behavior, then that’s your culture.” 


As a minor league manager, Haines was in charge of 30 
players. Now he’s in charge of 330, each one a potential major 
leaguer. The odds are long fora lot of them. But Haines and 
his colleagues believe a strong, trusting culture is crucial to 
creating a strong, winning culture - and a major league team 
that can compete at the highest level. 


“| believe a better clubhouse is going to result in more wins,” 
Haines says. “Do | know how many wins? | don’t have a clue. 
But | tend to believe when you're around people you want to be 
around, you get a better version of everyone.’ - Joan Ryan

In March 2020, life came to a screeching halt. Businesses closed and streets emptied, as we all 
retreated to the safety of our homes. Major League Baseball was not immune to the COVID-19 
pandemic that spread across the country and throughout the world. The San Francisco Giants, who 
had just kicked off Spring Training in Arizona a month earlier, immediately packed up their gear and 
sheltered in place. We all thought this would blow over in a few weeks or months at the most. How 
wrong we were. 


Several months later in July, baseball did return, but ina completely new and different way. The 
162-game season shrunk to 60 games. Players returned with masks over their faces. Elbow bumps 
replaced high-fives. Cardboard cutouts stood in for real fans in the stands. Piped-in crowd noise rang 
throughout an empty ballpark. If you closed your eyes while listening to aradio or TV broadcast, you 
might think nothing was amiss. But we knew that this new reality was anything but normal. 


“Baseball has always been suchan integral part of my life,” said Giants season ticketholder Steve 
Goodwin of Brisbane, California. “When the season was modified to a shortened 60-game season 
with no fans, | truly felt an emptiness—it was the only time that | was restricted from attending my 
favorite pastime.” 


Even prior to the pandemic, the 2020 season was filled with uncertainty, but also excitement—a new 
manager, coaches and players, ushering in a new brand of Giants baseball under the leadership of 
Farhan Zaidi, the Giants president of baseball operations. The convergence of old-schoolintuition 
and modern-day analytics. Anew era dawned, through the shroud of the pandemic, and day after 

day, the Giants bounced back, grinded out wins, and performed far better than baseball pundits ever 
imagined. New Giants manager Gabe Kapler often described his scrappy team as “resilient.” Even 
without All-Star catcher Buster Posey, who decided to sit out the season to ensure the safety of his 
adopted newborn twins, Mike Yastrzemski, Donovan Solano, Wilmer Flores and crew found new ways 
to win ballgames. The team ended the 2020 season with a 29-31 record and came within one game of 
making the playoffs. 


The players on the field weren't the only ones who exhibited flexibility during the pandemic. The 
Giants broadcast team had to adjust, too. No longer allowed to travel on the road with the team, Jon 
Miller, Dave Fleming, Duane Kuiper, Mike Krukow and Erwin Higueros called the games from separate 
broadcast booths while watching TV monitors at Oracle Park. Zoom calls replaced in-person 
interviews in the clubhouse. 


“Our interactions with the players, manager and coaches really adds to the flavor of how we tella 
story ina way that highlights their personality and their love of the game—but we were denied all that 
because we're not allowed to get near the players,” said Krukow. “It was really weird.” 


The Giants’ front office also found new and innovative ways of doing business, adapting to the new

reality. Always an active and prominent member of the 
community, the Giants continued to find ways to support 
local organizations. No longer able to bring partners to 
Oracle Park and interact in person due to public health 
restrictions, the Giants community relations team 
instead produced uplifting videos or held Zoom calls to 
recognize and support these organizations. Videotaped 
messages from Kapler and Giants players took the place 
of on-field visits. The Giants Community Fund quickly 
pivoted from its popular in-person Junior Giants summer 
youth baseball and softball program to a virtual format— 
called Junior Giants at Home—bringing 30-minute twice- 
weekly practices and other lessons on such topics as 
healthy eating and mindfulness to more than 12,300 
children and teens located in more than 490 cities and 
four countries. 


“While families in Junior Giants communities were 
adapting to the evolving changes in daily life caused by 
COVID-19, the need for positive programming for youth 
was more vital than ever,” said Junior Giants and Giants 
Community Fund Senior Manager Nicole Catchatoorian. 
“Many youth were feeling isolated and had the desire to 
feel a sense of belonging as they process the massive 
changes around them. The Giants Community Fund 
wanted to make sure that each Junior Giant knows that 
they are on our team and were not forgotten.” 


As the calendar turned, 2021 brought new hope for 
many as vaccinations became available, death and 
hospitalizations from COVID-19 were rapidly decreasing 
and government leaders and health officials began to 
talk about the reopening of our cities and lives as we 

had once known them. Fans welcomed the season with 
hesitant open arms. While thrilled to have baseball bring 
a modicum of normalcy back to their lives, many were 
understandably cautious and, insome cases, fearful 
about returning to a public setting after spending the 
past year in isolation. The Giants implemented numerous 
protocols—which included requiring fans to show proof 


of a COVID-19 vaccination or a negative test; mandating 
the use of face coverings; blocking off seats to facilitate 
social distancing; and encouraging fans to pre-order 
food via a mobile app to reduce crowding at the 
concession stands, among others-to ensure the safety 
of its fans. FanSafe was the rallying cry as the gates to 
Oracle Park cautiously reopened. 


When the Giants welcomed fans back to Oracle Park on 
April 9 for Opening Day, fan Mike Tessler admitted to 
feeling “a mix of being excited and also feeling a little 
odd.” 


“The stadium was quiet due to socially distant seating, 
so the game had a very different feel. What would the 
precautions be like, would the fans cooperate?” he 
wondered. 


But those fears soon melted away. “(It was) great to be 
back at the ballpark, see the sights, hear the sounds of the 
game, and also get back to having outings with my family 
again,” said Tessler, aseason ticketholder from Danville, 
California, who attended with his wife and two daughters. 


A large “Welcome Home” banner hanging in Willie 

Mays Plaza warmly greeted the Tesslers and 7,386 

other fans back to the ballpark on Opening Day. And 
while there was the pomp, circumstance and bunting of 
past Opening Days, the pre-game show took ona more 
serious tone than past season openers, acknowledging 
the challenging time we've all endured the past year and 
we're still in the midst of experiencing. The emotional 
ceremony paid tribute to those lost, honored health care 
workers and called for an end to Asian American Pacific 
Islander hate. But again, there was also hope. A pre- 
recorded performance of "Lift Ev'ry Voice and Sing," the 
Black National Anthem, by Stanford Talisman played on 
the video board before Bryan Stow, the Giants fan who 
was viciously beaten 10 years ago at Dodger Stadium, 
walked out under his own power to throw out the first 
pitch to kick off the 2021 home opener - the ultimate sign 
of resiliency.

For Giants fans, and the community at large, Opening Day 
meant so much more than just a ballgame—it was a sign 
of better times ahead. 


“It is so great to have normal baseball back. | kept up 
with the Giants in 2020 but it was weird to watch games 
without fans and without some players like Buster 
Posey,” said lifelong Giants fan Bella Cenzano-Fong, of 
San Francisco. 


Beating COVID-19 required the earnest efforts of 
everyone to work together to stop the spread of 
the disease. Many fans viewed the safe opening 


of and return to Oracle Park as validation 
that their adherence to public health 
orders paid off. 


“Having baseball return to in-person 
attendance means that all the sacrifices 
of stay-at-home orders, social distancing 
and mask wearing were successful,” said 
Sherry Goodwin, of Brisbane, California. 
“By pulling together as a Bay Area— 
following these protocols—and having one 
of the highest vaccination rates in the U.S., 
we have made tremendous progress that 
allows us to enjoy outdoor events without 
fear of spreading COVID. | am proud of 
how the Bay Area has followed the mask 
mandate and put safety first that allowed 
this to happen. In other communities, this 
did not happen.” 


The Bay Area is no stranger to overcoming 
adversity. The 1989 Loma Prieta 
Earthquake destroyed lives and homes. A 
freeway, a bridge and buildings collapsed. 
The devastation was unfathomable. Yet, 
the Bay Area and its people rose from the 
rubble and ashes, better and stronger—just 
as they've done through this pandemic. 


“It was such an overwhelming experience 


Like the rising phoenix depicted on San Francisco's city flag, the Giants and 
the entire Bay Area community has proven time and again its fortitude in 
overcoming adversity and returning better and stronger than before. Itis this 
never-give-up mentality that led the Giants organization to adopt “Resilient 
SF" as this season's theme. Manager Gabe Kapler used “resilient” to describe 
his team’s grit and tenacity on the baseball diamond, but it can also be applied 
to the front office staff, fans and the entire community - all of whom have 
faced so many challenges during the COVID-19 pandemic. 


The Giants’ orange and black color scheme is incorporated into the graphical 
treatment of the words “Resilient SF” and is presented as a gradient 
resembling a rising flame. Throughout the season, the resilience of the team, 
fans and community will be celebrated in the park, on television and radio 
broadcasts and on social and digital platforms. 


“I think ‘Resilient SF’ is the perfect theme for the Giants,” said Giants fan Bella 
Cenzano-Fong, of San Francisco. “San Francisco was the first city to start 
closing down in March 2020 and has been more cautious than even the state 
on reopening. We did the right thing and saved many lives because our city 
listened to the science. Now we get to start enjoying the things we've missed 
for over a year and can be proud that we support our local businesses and 
teams as we emerge from this once ina lifetime event.”—Sherri Eng

SAY HEY KID HELPED LEAD THE GIANTS TO A WORLD SERIES BERTH IN 1962, THE CLUB'S FIRST IN SAN 
FRANCISCO. MAYS DOMINATED THE DECADE ONCE AGAIN, MASHING 350 HOMERS, THE THIRD-MOST OF 
ANY MAJOR LEAGUER BEHIND HARMON KILLEBREW (393) AND HANK AARON (375). MAYS’ 1,003 RBI 
WERE FOURTH-MOST DURING THE 605 WHILE HIS 300 BATTING AVERAGE WAS EIGHTH BEST. 
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HE LED THE GIANTS BACK 10 THE POSTSEASON IN 1971 AND GARNERED THREE MORE ALL-STAR NODS 

FROM 1970-72 BEFORE HE WAS TRADED TO THE METS ON MAY 11, 1972 WHERE HE WOULD FINISH HIS 

CAREER IN 1973. HE PLAYED IN 66 GAMES DURING THE ‘73 SEASON AND WAS NAMED AN ALL-STAR FOR 
THE 24TH AND FINAL TIME IN HIS ESTEEMED CAREER. HE HIT THE G6OTH AND FINAL HOMER OF HIS 

CAREER ON AUGUST 17, 1973 VS. CINCINNATI AT SHEA STADIUM OFF THE REDS’ DON GULLETT, A HOMER 

THAT GAVE THE METS A LEAD. HE FINISHED HIS CAREER HOLDING THE ALL-TIME RECORD FOR PUTOUTS 

BY AN OUTFIELDER (7,095). IN ADDITION TO HIS G60 CAREER HOMERS, MAYS COMPILED 3,283 CAREER 
HITS AND 1,903 RBI IN HIS 22-YEAR MLB CAREER. MAYS WAS INDUCTED INTO THE HALL OF FAME IN 
1979, THE FIRST YEAR OF HIS ELIGIBILITY AND HE WAS THE NINTH PLAYER TO MAKE IT ON HIS FIRST 

TRY (AT THE TIME). 
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THE FIRST DECADE WITHOUT MAYS PLAYING IN A GAME SAW THE GIANTS RETIRE HIS FAMOUS 24 ON 
AUGUST 20, 1983. HE WAS NAMED A SPECIAL ASSISTANT TO THE PRESIDENT AND GENERAL MANAGER 
WITH THE GIANTS IN 1986 AND BECAME A FREQUENT PRESENCE IN SPRING TRAINING IN SCOTTSDALE 
AND AT CANDLESTICK PARK AFTER RETURNING TO THE CLUB. 
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THE 90s SAW MAYS RECEIVE A LIFETIME CONTRACT WITH THE 
GIANTS FROM PETER MAGOWAN, THE GIANTS PRESIDENT AND 
MANAGING GENERAL PARTNER WHEN THE NEW OWNERSHIP 
GROUP TOOK OVER THE TEAM IN 1993. SIGNING MAYS T0 A 
LIFETIME CONTRACT WAS ONE OF THE FIRST PUBLIC STATEMENTS 
MAGOWAN MADE AFTER HIS GROUP ASSUMED OWNERSHIP OF THE 
TEAM. THE SPORTING NEWS RANKED HIM SECOND ONLY TO BABE 
RUTH AMONG THE 100 GREATEST BASEBALL PLAYERS OF THE 20TH 
CENTURY. ESPN LISTED HIM AS EIGHTH IN THEIR RANKINGS OF 

THE TOP 50 ATHLETES OF THE CENTURY. 
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THE 2000s BROUGHT THEN PACIFIC BELL PARK TO FRUITION AT THE CORNER OF WHAT WOULD COME TO BE KNOWN AS 24 
WILLIE MAYS PLAZA AT THE CORNER OF THIRD AND KING STREETS. AT THE PARK’S ENTRANCE SITS A NINE-FOOT BRONZE 

STATUE OF MAYS, WHICH WAS UNVEILED ON MARCH 31, 2000. THE STATUE DEPICTS MAYS IN THE GRACEFUL CONCLUSION 
OF HIS POWERFUL SWING. THE SCULPTURE WAS DEVELOPED OVER A 12-MONTH PERIOD. MAYS BECAME A FIXTURE IN THE 

CLUBHOUSE AT ORACLE PARK, ATTENDING GAMES FREQUENTLY. HE'D WATCH HIS GODSON, BARRY BONDS, TAKE DOWN THE 
SINGLE-SEASON HOME RUN RECORD IN 2001 AND, EVENTUALLY, TIE AND PASS HIM ON THE ALL-TIME HOME RUN LIST IN 

2004 WITH HIS G61ST BLAST OFF MILWAUKEE'S BEN FORD ON APRIL 13, 2004. MAYS THREW OUT THE FIRST PITCH AT THE 
2007 ALL-STAR GAME AND WAS THE SUBJECT OF AN EMOTIONAL PRE-GAME TRIBUTE PRIOR TO THE GAME, WHICH WAS 

BEING HELD IN SAN FRANCISCO FOR THE FIRST TIME SINCE 1986. 
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THE MOST RECENT DECADE SAW MAYS JOIN FELLOW HALL OF FAMERS ERNIE BANKS, YOGI BERRA 
AND STAN MUSIAL AS THE ONLY BASEBALL PLAYERS WHO HAVE BEEN AWARDED THE PRESIDENTIAL 
MEDAL OF FREEDOM. MAYS WAS GIVEN THE AWARD BY PRESIDENT BARACK OBAMA IN 2015. HE ALSO 
GOT TO WATCH THE GIANTS WIN WORLD SERIES TITLES IN SAN FRANCISCO IN 2010, 2012 AND 2014. 
A MAYS WAS A PART OF THE RING CEREMONIES IN EACH OF THE FOLLOWING YEARS DURING THE GIANTS 
py ts: OPENERS.

EXECUTIVE BIOS 


FARHAN ZAID! 


Farhan Zaidi enters 

his third season as the 
President of Baseball 
Operations for the Giants, 
joining the organization 
on November 6, 2018. 

In his second year at the 
helm, the team finished 
one win away from their 
first playoff berth since 
2016. The Giants posted the sixth-best winning 
percentage among all big league teams from mid- 
August on and enjoyed strong campaigns from 
Zaidi acquisitions Alex Dickerson, Mauricio Dubon, 
Wilmer Flores, Darin Ruf, Donovan Solano, and Mike 
Yastrzemski on the offensive side and Jarlin Garcia, 
Kevin Gausman, and Drew Smyly on the pitching 
staff. In 2019, San Francisco's farm system had 

an overall win-loss record of 415-401 (.509), the 
11th-best winning percentage of all organizations, 
an improvement from 2018 when SF's minor league 
chain had the 26th-best winning percentage in 
baseball. Five of seven Giants’ stateside affiliates 
reached the playoffs in 2019, with Sacramento 
winning the Triple-A National Championship. When 
the 2019 season began, the Giants had the 28th-best 
farm system according to Baseball America in 
preseason rankings. In their 2020 re-ranking, the 
Giants moved up to 14th. Entering the 2021 season, 
San Francisco has four players in MLB's top 100 
ranking: IF Marco Luciano (16), C Joey Bart (23), OF 
Heliot Ramos (82) and OF Hunter Bishop (83). 


Prior to joining the Giants, Zaidi spent four years 

as the Los Angeles Dodgers’ General Manager, 
joining the club in November 2014. Working 
alongside President of Baseball Operations, Andrew 
Friedman, Zaidi helped pilot the Dodgers to four 
consecutive division titles while advancing to the 
National League Championship Series from 2016- 
18, and the World Series from 2017-18. The Dodgers” 
posted one of the best seasons in club history in 
2017, when the team established a Los Angeles 
record with a MLB-best 104 wins and won the 
National League pennant, earning recognition from 
Baseball America as its Organization of the Year. 


PRESIDENT OF BASEBALL OPERATIONS 


During his time in Los Angeles, the Dodgers 
drafted and developed notable players such as 
Walker Buehler (2015), Tony Gonsolin, Gavin Lux, 
Dustin May and Will Smith (2016); traded for Kiké 
Hernandez (2014), Chris Taylor, Rich Hill (2016), 
Tony Watson, Yu Darvish (2017), Manny Machado 
and David Freese (2018); and signed Kenta Maeda 
(2015) and Max Muncy (2017) as free agents. 

Los Angeles posted the second-best winning 
percentage in all of baseball (.584, 379-270) during 
Zaidi's four-year stint. 


Prior to his work with the Dodgers, Zaidi spent 

10 seasons with the Oakland A’s. He started asa 
baseball operations analyst in 2005 before being 
promoted to Director of Baseball Operations in 2009 
and Assistant General Manager/Director of Baseball 
Operations in 2014. A's General Manager Billy Beane 
credited Zaidi as playing a key role in the signing 

of Cuban outfielder and two-time All-Star Yoenis 
Céspedes in 2012. During Zaidi’s tenure with the 

A's, the team reached the postseason four times, 
including three straight seasons from 2012-14. 


Before entering baseball, Zaidi served as business 
development associate for Small World Media, the 
fantasy sports division of The Sporting News, and 
also worked as a management consultant for the 
Boston Consulting Group. Zaidi earned his Bachelor 
of Science degree in Economics from Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology in 1998. While at MIT, he was 
named a Burchard Scholar and elected to Phi Beta 
Kappa. He completed his Ph.D in Economics from 
the University of California, Berkeley in 2011. 
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GENERAL MANAGER 


Scott Harris is in his sec- 
ond season as the General 
Manager for the Giants, 
joining the organization 
on November 10, 2019. 
Harris is the ninth person 
to hold the title of General 
Manager for the Giants 
since the team moved to 
San Francisco in 1958, 
joining Chub Feeney (1947-1969), Horace Stoneham 
(1970-1975), Spec Richardson (1976-1981), Tom 
Haller (1981-1985), Al Rosen (1986-1992), Bob Quinn 
(1993-1996), Brian Sabean (1996-2015) and Bobby 
Evans (2015-2018). 


Prior to joining the Giants, Harris spent seven years 
working in the Chicago Cubs Baseball Operations 
department, most recently serving as Assistant General 
anager. Under Cubs President Theo Epstein and GM 
Jed Hoyer, he assisted in all potential player acquisi- 
tions, contract and trade negotiations, and player eval- 
uations while overseeing several departments includ- 
ing research and development and high performance.

During his stint in Chicago, the Cubs reached the 
postseason in four consecutive seasons from 2015- 
2018 and ended a 108-year World Series drought by 
beating the Cleveland Indians in 2016. 


Harris started with the Cubs in 2012 as Director of 
Baseball Operations after serving two years at Major 
League Baseballas the league's Coordinator of Major 
League Operations. With Major League Baseball, he 
provided transaction support and analysis to all 30 
clubs and worked on the First-Year Player Draft, the 
Rule 5 Draft, the World Baseball Classic and various 
industry studies within the league office. Harris also 
worked for the Washington Nationals in 2008 and the 
Cincinnati Reds in 2010. 


A native of Redwood City, California, Harris attend- 
ed Columbia Business School while working at 
Major League Baseball and later transferred to 
Northwestern's Kellogg School of Management to 
complete his MBA in 2015. He also graduated from 
UCLA in 2009 with a Bachelor's Degree in Economics 
and studied at the London School of Economics in 
2007.
